In remitting for his paper from Ar- 
kansas City, Kansas, Mr. J. E. Carson, 
formerly of Lincoln county eavs; 

I would like to write you something 
of this country, but it is so far off that 
perhaps your readers will not be inter- 
ested. 

My family is located in Arkansas 
City, Kan., a nice town ol 8,000 inhab- 
itants, on the banks of the great Ar- 
kansas river, within three miles of the 
Oklahoma line and 30 miles from my 
lease In the reservation. They have 
line schools there and other advan- 
tages that they couldn’t get here. 

I have a lease of 3,000 acres in the 
Otoe, Indian Reservation; have about 
2,000 of it in wheat that so far is look 
log line. I am grazing 1,200 cattle on 
the wheat and it looks about as well as 
an ordinary wheat Held in April in the 
blue grass regions of Kentucky. I don’t 
believe this country can be surpassed 
for wheat and think it just as good for 
corn if you get it in early. I raised 10,- 
O00 bushels this year with about the
